THE INTERNATIONAL COPYRIGHT 
UNION. 

We print this week a translation, made for our 
columns, of the Convention establishing interna- 
tional copyright on a uniform basis, which was 
signed last month at Berne by the representatives 
of most of the great powers, the United States 
excepted. This document does not so far seem 
to have been published in full in any of the Eng- 
lish or American periodicals, but its importance 
merits its presentation at length, even in the one 
country which is at the moment that which is least 
concerned directly in the matter.

The coming ‘‘short” session of Congress, 
which opens in December and lasts only till 
March 4th, gives opportunity for not alittle good 
work, if our legislators will take warning of the 
waste of time last session, and attempt to do some 
real and useful work. The Chace bill holds its

It is to be hoped also that an arrange-

by substitution. We do not favor this bill in it- 
self, because we have looked forward to a less 
restrictive measure as more in line with the spirit 
of American civilization, but we do favor it as a 
measure of progress which can probably be passed 
where a more liberal measure could not be. It 
will lead to a great betterment of the present 
condition of things, will give at least some legal 
basis for the book-trade which it has so long 
lacked, and if it does not enable us to join the 
International Copyright Union, it will at least 


' remove from us the disgrace that we have done 


nothing whatever in that direction. 

The American Copyright League has been 
somewhat somnolent since its hearing before the 
Patents Committee last winter, when its official 
attitude toward the Hawley and Chace bills was 
curiously tempered by the attitude of Mr. Lowell 
and Mr. Clemens in favor of a modified bill. 
The opinion of these gentlemen, we take it, is 
essentially that so often expressed by THE Pus- 
LISHERS WEEKLY, that it is better to recognize 
vested interests and obtain a bill which will be sat- 
isfactory to most of the classes interested, rather 
than to risk defeat by pushing for an ideal bill. 
It is to be hoped that the Copyright League will 
again bestir itself in support of the general move- 
ment, and that its endeavors may be more wisely 
directed by those who have taken its interests in 
charge. 

Our readers have already observed that the 
gradually diminishing numbers signifying the 
lessening stock of the original American Catalogue 
have at last given place to the words ‘‘ NO sets 
remain.” The close of that long and eventful 

history is rather a moral than a financial satisfac- 
tion, for we believe that even at the increased rate 
| obtained for the remainder copies, the enterprise 
has not paid for the actual outlay, aside from the 
gratuitous service which has been given to it 
from so many quarters. We are having a careful 
summary made of the expenses and returns of the 
Catalogue since the enterprise was first started, a 
period of much more than ten years, and we hope 
later on to present to our readers a statement 
which will, we trust, be of some interest to them. 
In the meantime we remind them that history 
| will repeat itself in the case of the American Cat- 
_alogue 1876-1884, and of the Subject-volume of

supply, and trust that, as this fall shows promise

ARTICLE I. 

The contracting countries are constituted a 
Union for the protection of the rights of authors 
in their literary and artistic works. 

ARTICLE II. 

Authors within the jurisdiction of one of the 
countries of the Union, or their heirs, shall enjoy, 
in the other countries, for their works, whether 
they are or are not published in one of these 
countries, the rights which the respective laws of 
those countries now accord or shall subsequently 
accord to their own countrymen. 

The enjoyment of these rights is dependent 
upon the fulfilment of the conditions and for- 
malities prescribed by the laws of the country of 
origin, and may not exceed in other countries the 
term of protection accorded in the said country 
of publication. 

The country of origin of a work is defined to 
be that of first publication; or if publication is 
simultaneous in several countries of the Union, 
the one in which the law accords the shortest term 
of protection. 

For unpublished works the country to which the 
author belongs is considered the country of origin. 
ARTICLE III. 

The stipulations of the present Convention hold 
good for the publishers of literary or artistic 
works published in any country of the Union,

They enjoy, consequently, the protection 
stipulated in Articles 2 and 3 in all that concerns 
their unauthorized reproduction in one of the 
countries of the Union. 

It is understood that in case of a work where 
the right of translation is public property, the 
translator cannot interfere with its translation by 
other writers. 

ARTICLE VII. 

Articles in newspapers or periodicals published 
in any country of the Union may be reproduced, 
in the original or in translation, in the other 
countries of the Union, unless the author or pub- 
lisher has expressly interdicted it. For magazines 
it is sufficient that the interdiction be made ina 
general manner at the head of each number of the 
magazine. 

In any event, this interdiction does not apply to 
political articles, or the news of the day, or cur- 
rent notes. 

ARTICLE VIII. 

The right to make selections from literary or 
artistic works to be used in education or having a 
scientific character, or for chrestomathies,®* is left 
to the legislation of the countries of the Union and 
to special arrangements existing or to be conclud- 
ed between them. 

ARTICLE IX. 

The stipulations of Article 2 apply to the public 
representation of dramatic or dramatico-musical 
works, whether such works are published or not. 

Authors of dramatic or dramatico-musical 
works, or their heirs, are protected against un- 
authorized public representation of a translation 

| of their works during the term of their exclusive 
right of translation. 

The stipulations of Article 2 apply also to the 
public pertormance of musical works, unpublished, 
or which have been published, but of which the 
author has expressly mentioned on the title or at 
the beginning ot the work that public perform- 
ance is interdicted. 

ARTICLE X. 

Among unlawful reproductions are specially 
| included unauthorized indirect appropriations of a 
literary or artistic work known as adaptations, ar- 
rangements of music, etc., when these are but the 
reproduction of such work in the same form or In 
another form, with only non-essential changes, ad- : 
ditions, or abridgments, without in any wise pre- 
senting the character of a new original work. 

It is understood that in the application of the 
present article, the tribunals of the various coun- 
| tries of the Union shall take account, in each case, 
| of the provisions of their respective laws. 

ARTICLE XI. 

That authors of works protected by the pres- 
ent Convention may enjoy the rights conceded to 
them, it suffices that their names be placed on 

their works in the usual. manner. 

For anonymous or pseudonymous works the pub-

ARTICLE XII. 

Any reprint may be seized at importation in any 
country of the Union where the original work has 
a right to legal protection. 

The confiscation shall be made conformably to 
the domestic legislation of each country. 

ARTICLE XIII. 

It is understood that the provisions of the pres- 
ent Convention shall not prejudice in any way 
the rights of the government of each country of 
the Union to permit, oversee, or forbid the 
circulation, representation, and exhibition of any 
work in regard to which the proper authorities 
might exercise their authority. 

ARTICLE XIV. 

The provisions of the present Convention apply 
to all works which have not become public prop- 
erty in the country of origin at the time of its 
going into effect. 

ARTICLE XV. 

The governments of the countries of the Union 
reserve the right to agree separately as to special 
arrangements allowing authors and their repre- 
sentatives more extended rights than are accorded 
by the Union, or to make stipulations of any kind 
not contrary to the present Convention. 

ARTICLE XVI. 

An international office is instituted, under the 
name of “ The Bureau of the International Union 
for the Protection of Literary and Artistic Works.” 

The expenses of this Bureau are paid by the 
administrations of all the countries. The Bur- 
eau will be under the general authority of ,the 
Swiss Confederation, and its functions will be 
determined by the common consent of the coun- 
tries of the Union. 

ARTICLE XVII. 

The present Convention may be revised with a 
view to perfecting the system of the Union. 

Questions of this nature will be decided in the 
conferences which will be held successively in the 
various countries of the Union which shall be rep- 
resented by delegates. 

No changes shall be considered valid unless 
they receive the unanimous vote of all the coun- 
tries. 

' ARTICLE XVIII. 

Countries which have not taken part in the 
present Convention and which assure legal protec- 
tion to authors at home, will be admitted upon 
their request. 

_ This accession will be sent in writing to the 
Swiss Confederation and by it to all the countries. 

Such accession carries with it all the rights of 
the Convention, will bind a country to adhere to 
all the clauses, and will admit to all the advan- 
tages stipulated by the present Convention.

The delegates of Germany, Belgium, Spain, 
France, Great Britain, Hayti, Italy, Liberia, 
Switzerland, and Tunis, signed the foregoing 
compact. They also signed the following addi- 
tional agreement: 


The Convention concluded to-day in no way 
affects other already existing Conventions between 
the contracting countries, which confer on authors 
wider rights than those given by the Union, or 
make special stipulations not contrary to this 
Convention. 


At the time of signing it was further provided: 


I. Relating to Article 4, it is agreed that in those 
countries of the Union recognizing photographic 
works as artistic productions, they shall be admit- 
ted to all the privileges of the Convention. The 
legislatures shall not be held responsible for the 
protection of said works except so far as the in- 
ternational laws existing, or to be formulated, 
hold them responsible. 

It is understood that an authorized photograph 
of awork of art is protected in all the countries of 
the Union as long as the work itself, subject of 
course to private arrangements between authors 
and their representatives. 

II. Relating to Article 9 it isagreed that in those 
countries of the Union admitting choregraphic 
works as dramatico-musical productions, such 
works shall enjoy all the privileges granted by the 
Convention. 

It is agreed beforehand that all disputes arising 
from this clause shall be referred to special arbi- 
tration by the respective tribunals. 

III. It is understood that the manufacture and 
sale of instruments serving to reproduce mechan- 
ically the airs borrowed from protected musical 
works shall not be considered an infringement of 
musical copyright. 

IV. The agreement provided by Article 14 is 
thus interpreted: The workings of the rules of the 
Convention in regard to books which have not 
become public property will be according to the 
stipulations contained in special agreements con- 
cluded or still to be concluded. If such stipula- 
tions are missing between countries of the Union, 
such countries shall decide, each one for itself, how 
the rules of Article 14 shall be interpreted. 

V. The organization of the International Bureau 
provided by Article 16 shall be planned by the 
Government of the Swiss Confederation. 

The official language of the International Bureau 
shall be French. 

The International Bureau shall gather and col- 
late all information relating to the rights of authors 
and shall publish such information. It shall issue a 
periodical in the French language concerning the 
objects and interests of the Union. The various 
governments of the countries of the Union reserve 
the right to publish such reports in other languages 
should experience prove this necessary. The In- 
ternational Bureau shall be ready at any time to 
furnish members of the Union all information re- 
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garding the protection of literary and artistic 
works of which they may stand in need. 

The administration of the country in which a 
Conference is to be held will prepare with the In- 
ternational Bureau the plan and workings of said 
Conference. 

The Director of the International Bureau shall 
be present at the meetings of the Conferences 
and shall take part in the discussion without 
having a vote. He must also make an annual 
report, which shall be communicated to all the 
members of the Union. 

The expenses of the International Bureau shall 
be defrayed in common by all the countries inter- 
ested. Until otherwise provided for, they shall 
not exceed the sum of 60,000 francs (12,000 dollars) 
a year. This sum may be increased by a simple 















































































Article 17.

PAPER BACKS FOR BOOK-COVERS. 


A NEW method of making paper backs for book- 
covers, says the American Bookmaker, consists in 
first preparing a flat blank of moist paper, formed 
by placing a number of thin sheets of paper to- 
gether, the length, width, and thickness depend- 
ing upon the size and style of the book for which 
the back is to be used. This blank is separated 
into two parts, which are placed in a die consist- 
ing of two parts—a lower or intaglio mould, and 
an upper part or follower fitting into the former, 
and having raised bands or projections corre- 
sponding to depressions in the intaglio mould. 
In orderto prevent the two parts from adhering and 
becoming united after the blank has been placed 
into the mould, finely powdered talc is sprinkled 
between the two surfaces. After the moist blank 
has been pressed in a suitable press, it is, with the 
mould containing it, dried gradually in a kiln. 
In order to allow the moisture in the blank to es- 
cape, the upper or male part of the die is made 
hollow and provided with a number of small ap- 
ertures to permit the escape of the moisture. 
After the blank has become dry and hard, ‘the 
form is removed from the kiln, and the entire 
blank is trimmed by cutting off the rough and 
uneven ends and edges, giving it straight and 
smooth sides and heads. A band of leather or 
other suitable flexible material is then placed be- 
tween the two parts, with overlapping ends and 
sides, to form the hinges and headbands or end- 
bands in binding the book. In order to prevent 
this flexible band from drawing and crimping or 
wrinkling at the depressed sections, portions of 
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the band are cut out, registering with the trans- | 


verse bands, so that the flexible band will lie per- 
‘ectly straight and smooth between the two parts 
or sections. The several parts are then firmly 
united by glueing, cementing, or riveting them to- 
gether, after which the back is ready for the fin- 
isher. Before the flexible band is inserted and 
‘astened the blank is waterproofed by immersing 
it into a waterproofing band, and then baking it 
in a dry-kiln, The back is finished by trimming 
the projecting edges of the flexible hinge-band, 


bossing and tooling the raised bands and panels, 
and affixing suitable labels, if desired. 
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MEMORIES OF A VETERAN PRINTER. 
IN RE URIEL CROCKER, 
By J. S. Redfield in the N. Y. Tribune. 


THE Mr. Uriel Crocker, of Cohasset, Mass., 
spoken of in a recent ‘‘ Personal” in Zhe Tribune, 
is an old typo. Sixty odd years ago when I first 
knew him he was foreman of the printing-office 
of the late S. T. Armstrong, of Boston, with whom 
he had also served an apprenticeship. In those 
days a boy had to serve seven years to learn the 
printers’ trade, but he learned something more 
than merely “sticking” type. Presswork was 
then done on hand-presses. Machine presses or 
even inking machines were unknown. The forms 
were inked with balls by one man, when another 
pulled the impression. Eight tokens a day, 1000 
impressions on one side, was considered a day’s 
work. At that rate, how many men and presses 
would Mr. De Vinne want to print the monthly 
edition of Zhe Century ? 

Mr. Armstrong was the publisher of “‘ Scott’s 
Commentary on the Bible,” a large octavo in six 
volumes. It was being stereotyped at the Boston 
type and stereotype foundry in 1824, when I was 
at the time copyholder, as they call it. After 
reading the proofs twice, the revise was sent to 
Mr. Crocker for his supervision. It was my bus- 
iness to take these revises to him, and sometimes 
I had to stop and read the copy to him ; so I used 
to see him very often, and I remember being 
struck with his kind and genial manners, he being 
aman of probably twenty-eight, and I a boy of 
fourteen. 

Mr. Armstrong was a successful printer and pub- 
lisher, he retired from business some fifty years 
ago with what was then regarded as a fortune and 
established Mr. Crocker and Mr. Brewster, a clerk 
in his book-store, as his successors, under the firm 
name of Crocker & Brewster. With such advan- 
tages the new firm prospered famously, and in 
course of time accumulated fortunes, and they, too, 
retired from active business. Mr. Crocker has the 
reputation of being a shrewd financier and of hav- 
ing used his capital since his retirement from the 
book trade to very great advantage.

TROUBLES OF LITERARY PIRATES. 
New York Correspondence of the Albany Journal. 


THE literary pirates of New York have so sav- 
agely cut one another’s throats that the loss of 
blood seems likely to kill most of them. Alarming 
weakness is exhibited in several instances. Each 
concern has been eager to slash into its competi- 
tors, and has done so in a manner to inflict self- 
injury. Every foreign novel, no matter whether 
there was a reasonable chance or not that it would 
have any sale, has been grabbed at the earliest 
possible moment by three to six of the ‘‘ Library” 
publishing firms, and hastily thrown upon the 
overstocked market on terms that allowed the 
retailers to return unsold copies. So complete 
have the mechanical resources of the pirates be-

The stolen matter can be rushed through the 
great mills in ten hours when driven at the quick- 
est. The celerity of the process has tempted the 
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publishers to a vast over-production. A member | 
of one firm declares that not more than one book 
in twenty in the cheap libraries repays the cost of 
issue; and that, even with the most popular novel- 
ists’ stories, duplicate piracy divides the profit into 
small portions. Heavy capital is required, because 
all the stock in the hands of the retailers through- 
out the country is owned by the publishers during 
the six months that it is left onsale. Withina 
month the returns of copies have been enor- 
mously increased. While the aggregate sales have 
lessened, the stock issued has been multiplied 
through hot rivalry. Ineffectual efforts have been 
made to bring about a compact under which the 
foreign novels should be apportioned among the 
libraries, in the way that the regular publishers 
used to do, but nothing has come of it. Now 
rumors are afloat of insolvencies and impending 
bankruptcies. 





NOTHING SO CHEAP AS BOOKS. 
C. D. Warner in Harper's Monthly. 


WE have heard a great deal, since Lord Brough- 
am’s time and the societies for the diffusion of 
knowledge, of the desirability of cheap literature 
for the masses. The Congressmen place cheap- 
ness above honesty in their sincere desire to raise 
the tone of the American people. There is no 
product that men use which is now so cheap as 
newspapers, periodicals, and books. For the price 
of a box of strawberries or a banana you can buy 
the immortal work of the greatest genius of all time 
in fiction, poetry, philosophy, or science. But we 
doubt if the class that were to be specially bene- 
fited by this reduction in price of intellectual 
food are much profited: Of course some avail 
themselves of things placed within their reach 
which they could not own formerly, but it re- 
mains true that people value and profit only by 
that which it costs some effort to obtain. We 
very much doubt if the mass of the people have 
as good habits of reading as they had when publi- 
cations were dearer. Whao is it who buy the five, 
ten, and twenty cent editions? Generally those 
who could afford to buy, and did buy, books at a 
fair price, to the remuneration of author and pub- 
lisher. And their Serious reading habit has gone 
down with the price.

A QUEER controversy has started up respecting 
the “ loyalty”’ of a school-book published by the 
house of A. S. Barnes & Co., entitled a “ Brief 
History of the United States,” by the late Prof. 
J. Dorman Steele, of Elmira, N. Y. The ques- 
tion was raised a few weeks ago in the Grand 
Army Post at Saratoga whether this work was 
suitable to be put in the hands of youth as a text- 
book, and it was decided in a qualified way in the 
negative. The question is now agitating the 
Board of Education of Newark. The facts have 
been brought out that the book has been in use 
fourteen years without a word of disapproval 
until now on the score of loyalty, that it was pre- 
pared by a Union soldier who was desperately 
wounded at the battle of Fair Oaks while leading 
his men (Company K, Ejighty-first New York 
Volunteers) in action, that it received the approval 
of the official organ of the Grand Army of the 
Republic (the National Tribune), and that the 
principal charge brought against it—that of under- 
rating the numbers of Lee’s army at the final sur- 
render at Appomattox, and thus belittling the 
achievements of Gen. Grant—is untrue, since the 
author in a foot-note gave the official returns of 
both sides. Such a controversy, says the Evening 
Post, has more of the marks of a fight among 
book agents for the command of the market, than 
of a competitive examination for loyalty.
